Mexico City, May 25.—Enraged by 
the announcement that President Diaz 
and Vice President Corral would not 
resign at once spectators in the gal­ 
leries of the chamber of deputies pre­ 
cipitated a riot that resulted in at 
least three deaths and 
many being 
wounded by volleys 
by 
police and 
troops. 
President Diaz has had fever for 
five days and is talcing liquid refresh­ 
ment only. 
Until ll o’clock af night tile moi) en­ 
countered practically no opposition by 
the authorities and apparently little 
restriction was necessary. 
Shouting 
vivas for Madera they paraded the 
streets of the capital, but always in 
an orderly 
fashion 
except 
for 
the 
Loise. 
Occasional instances of van­ 
dalism were immediately condemned 
by the thousands of marching men, 
who Joined 
in 
shouts 
of 
“Order! 
O rder’” 
At ^:HO it appeared that the crowd 
was dispersing. 
The main body had 
been broken into smaller groups, but 
at that time some of these had grown 
more demonstrative in the big plaza 
in front of the palace and the police 
determined that the time had come 
for drastic measures. 


Mob W arn ed to Move On. 


T h o shouting, gesticulating mass of 
humanity was warned to move on, but 
a confident* horn of better treatment 
early in the evening caused them to 
receive with derision tin* order of tho 
police. 
Again they wert* told to dis­ 
perse ami again no attention was paid 
to tho order. 
Quickly 
their 
shouts 
of 
ridicule, 
were turned into cries of anguish, for ; 
the guns of the police and soldiers 
were showering them with a hail of 
bullets. The living stumbled in a mad 
rush over the bodies of the victims 
The narrow streets leading from tho 
Zocoalo were jammed with fleeing men 
nm! many women, 
For a few minutes the guns of the 
federal troops were stilled, but a re­ 
gathering in the streets of the now 
thoroughly 
enraged and 
frightened 
partisans of Madero resulted in anoth­ 
er order to tire at will. 
Sharper and 
longer now came the shooting. 
The mob fled, but contrary to all 
traditions of Mexico the troops had 
not yet intimidated the rioters to the 
point where they were willing to sub­ 
mit. 
The force of the iron hand was 
weakening and despite the d e a t h it 
had wrought the rioters refused to do 
more 
than 
scatter 
into 
miniature* 
mobs, each shouting for Madero and 
yelling for the early downfall of the 
present government.

commissioner, 
from the government crop reports. 
Minnesota fanners, after paying for 
labor and figuring the rental value of 
the land, got an average return of 
$6.28 an acre of wheat last year. Iowa 
was the next best with $6.08, Nebraska 
$6.01, 
Kansas 
$5.66, 
North 
Dakota 
$4.87 and South Dakota $4.80. 
Minnesota land gave bettor returns 
when planted to corn than to wheat, 
at the current m arket prices. The net 
return, after allowing for labor, rent 
and all other expenses was $6.90. Iowa 
did better with a net of $8.43.

Dakota came third with $6.54, South

He said President Taft’s 
name had been used in Lorimer’s be­ 
half and reiterated that Ix>rimer had 
personal cognizance of the use of 
money in his behalf. 
“There is a mine of facts, which, 11 
predict, will be opened and which will. 
be more shot king and appalling than 
. any that has yet been revealed,” he 
I said. 
Mr. La Follette quoted from the t« s- 
timonv given by Edward Hines, a (’hi- 
cago lumberman, l>efore the Lorimer 
investigation committee of the Illinois 
legislature, regarding Mr. Hines’ in­ 
terviews with United States Senators 
Aldrich and Penrose, in which Mr. 
Hines said Mr. Aldrich repeatedly hadj 
impressed upon him the importance of > 
I/orimer’s election and had told him 
that President Taft

In fact, there are so many 
complications that stand in the way 
of a l o n g recess or an adjournment 
that nothing will be done at present.

FORGET STATE REVENUE ACT 


Illinois 
Legislature 
Fails to 
Provide 


Money to Pay Expenses. 
Springfield, 111., 
May 25.—In 
the 
hurlyburly of the last legislative night 
of the session of the legislature the 
revenue bill providing th** tax levy un­ 
der which appropriations amounting 
to $19,5oo,000 are to he raised got lost 
on the senate side and failed to pass. 
The clerk in charge of the session 
laws in the office of Secretary of Stat** 
Rose made the discovery that the bill 
was not passed by the senate. 
He im­ 
mediately reported the m atter to th** 
secretary of the senate and a search 
of the records revealed that the rev­ 
enue bill is comfortably reposing in 
the filing cabinet of the senate appro­ 
priations committee. 
Until the revenue bill is properly 
passed by the general assembly there 
is no way by which the taxes neces­ 
sary to produce the state revenue can 
be levied or collected. 
In order to straighten out the tangle 
it will be necessary for the two houses 
to reconsider and rescind the sine die 
adjournment resolution.
